SOME DEMOCRATIC VIEWS

pact week there haa b een much gossip and 
•peculation here on the political prob ab ili­ 
ties of 1888. Opinions of pub lic men vary 
somewhat, b ut in the main reach the conclu­ 
sion that despite his alleged declarations to 
the contrary, President Cleveland will b e re­ 
quired to again enter the field as tb e Demo­ 
cratic nominee. This is predicted b y such 
prominent politicians as Senator Vest, Rep­ 
resentative Springer, and a score of others 
whoso lights are quite as b rilliant in tb e po­ 
litical field. Senator Vest says; 
“ If Cleve­ 
land's administration continues as It has 
gone on for two years, end the country has 
no financial hurricane to sweep over it, he 
will b e nominated and elected, no matter 
who Is the Repub lican candidate. To-day 
Cleveland can defeat any man in the Union. 
The people at large know he is honest and 
fearless in his duty.” 
W hile Mr. Vest does not profess to know 
much of Repub lican possib ilities he thinks 
It Is quite evident that Mr. Blaine and Mr. 
Sherm an are the leading candidates. 
Re­ 
ferring to these gentlemen the senator re­ 
cently said: “ Both are men of unquestiona­ 
b le ab ility, b ut no two pub lic men can b e 
m ore unlike In tem peram ent and demeanor. 
Mr. Blaine is a dashing, magnetic, b rilliant 
leader, whose followers would die for him, 
while Sherm an is cold, delib erative, and 
commands respect for his talents, b ut no en­ 
thusiasm or (>ersonal devotion. 
1 have no 
doub t Mr. Blaine can b e nominated if he 
wants it, or can namo the nominee if he 
don’t care for the nomination himself. 
I do 
not know the ex act relations b etween Blaine 
and Sherman, b ut it is my impression that 
Mr. Blaine would prefer Allison to Sherman. 
Allison would b e a strong candidate, and 
would make a good president, b ut I have no 
doub t Cleveland could defeat him or any 
othor Repub lican 
A great m any changes 
may come in two years, b ut this is the out­ 
look now.” 
Mr. Springer, speaking of Mr. Cleveland 
as the Democratic party’s nex t candidate 
for president, remarked that nob ody was op­ 
posing I 
renomination and the prob ab ility 
was that l.o would b e nominated b y acclam a­ 
tion. 
Mr. Springer is of the opinion that 
tb e president’s .strongest card at the conven­ 
tion will b o the security that he has given to 
b usiness interests. 
A Democratic senator who has differed 
with the president on political points b ut is 
nevertheless a great adm irer of Mr. Cleve­ 
land predicts that tho nex t Democratic Na­ 
tional convention will give tb e presont ad­ 
m inistration a hearty endorsement, and that 
Mr. Cleveland’s renomination will l>e eo 
strongly insisted upon that his alleged ob jee 
tion to a second term will b e overcome; and 
that in all prob ab ility Postm aster General 
Vilas will roceive the nom ination for vice 
president. The postmaster general in his ex ­ 
trem e modesty ridicules this statem ent, b ut 
his name is more frequently mentioned in 
this section in connection with tho second 
place on the Democratic ticket of 1888 than 
that of any other gentleman. 
Of those prominent in politics who have 
recently visited tho capital Judge liolnlan, 
of Indiana, is prob ab ly tho most conservative 
ou the presidential outlook. 
Ho ob jects to 
m aking predictions so far ahead, “ b ut would 
not Ix j surprised,” he says “ if ’88 would b o a 
x *@potition of ’TO for tho Repub lican party.

Tb e farm ers have 
not yet put it into practice. The Democratic 
party has always b een composed mainly of 
workingmen. 
But it seems impossib le to 
form the slightest idea of what United La­ 
b or m ight choose to do in tho nex t presi­ 
dential campaign.” 
Among Repub lican statesmen who have 
b een interviewed ou the sub ject tho impres­ 
sion appears to b e that tho Repub lican nom­ 
ination lies b etween Blaine, Sherm an and 
Allison.

W hen 1 first came down here, from long 
and bitter experience, I flew to shut the acci­ 
dentally left open door, and somehow the 
chair nearest the fireplace generally managed 
to enfold me. 
But when 
no unpleasant 
draught greeted my astonished self, and my 
face grew uncomfortably warm in my cor­ 
ner, it slowly dawned upon me that Texas 
was not Illinois—a fact I had never wasted 
much brain power in contemplating lx*fore 
and when fresh strawbei ries, pineapples and 
vegetables appeared on the daintily laid tabic 
of my charming hostess, I felt that the world 
was no longer hollow or my doll stuffed with 
sawdust. 
I expected to find many strange and curi 
ous things here, but verily the half had not 
been told. 
The streets are full of Mexicans 
dressed in their own picturesque fashion, with 
their bright colored scrapes flung jauntily 
over their shoulders and their broad brimmed 
hats covered with silver tinsel and no end of 
cord and tassel. 
But the picturesqueness is 
confined to the men. 
For the women 
wear 
somber hued shawls drawn over their heads 
aJid covering the lower parts of their face«. 
I do not know why they take such precau 
tions, for, as half of them have had smallpox, 
their beauty is not of the startling or dazzling 
order. They generally crouch in doorways 
or dowm in the very dust of the street when 
they are at home in their own town of Paso 
del Norte, but they bring their primitive 
manners and customs with them when they 
cross the river into the United States. 
The hands and feet of even the commonest 
Mexican are remarkably small, and such 
marvelously high heels os they wear! It gives 
them simply no gait at all. A Mexican man 
cannot walk, anyway. He shuffles his feet 
along and bends his knee at every step, until 
if you watch him long, so loosely jointed and 
limber does he appear, you find yourself 
wondering if his knees won’t bend backward 
with equal facility, and if his elbow is not u 
ball and socket joint. 
LIFE AMONG THE GREASERS. 
I was surprised to discover wliat a low posi 
tion the Mexican holds socially. 
I am told 
that a negro who marries a Mexican woman 
im m ediately lost» ensto among his follows 
and is henceforth ostracised. 
The long bridge across 
the wandering, 
capricious and strictly feminine Rio (irand* 
connects two remarkable towns. Once on the 
other side, you seem to have stepped back 
into the past a century or two. 
You find 
adobe houses, surrounded by mud walls, in 
stead of fences, and these Avails surmounted 
oy hundreds of cactus plants in lieu of our 
more modern if less effective barb wire. 
It is no uncommon sight to see a two 
wheeled cart w ith each wheel hewn out of a 
solid log. 
Their fuel is chiefly mesquite, the 
wide spreading roots of a low, stunted tree, 
and their wells are certainly unique. 
After 
they strike water, instead of 
lowering u 
bucket for it, they make an inclined plane 
w ith steps in it, so that they can walk com 
fortably down into the well, fill their bucket 
and clim b out again, so it has been w ittily 
said that Mexico is a country where they dig 
for wood and clim b for water. 
t 
The natives always use burros for carrying 
this mesquite, and they trudge behind on 
foot. 
There 
is 
something very pathetic 
about the four footed inhabitants of Mexico, 
The sight of the pleading look in the eyes of 
a burro nearly makes me weep. 
He always 
looks so downtrodden, so meek, so contem­ 
plative. 
Their ponies excite equal sympathy. 
They wear their heads low—very low—and 
they always have burrs in their tails. 
To me 
there is something appealing about a horse 
with burrs in his tail, because I cannot im ­ 
agine a high spirited horse, one who had an 
atom of family” pride or self respect, having 
them there. 
* 
Of course thus far I have only referred to 
the lower class of Mexicans. 
The aristocracy 
are very different. 
They pay more intention 
to rank and caste than we do, and have ex­ 
quisite manners. 
A man may be a j>erfect 
brute at home—ho m ay even beat his wife— 
but in public his manners with both men and 
women would put Lord Chesterfield to the 
blush. 
DANCING AT A FORT. 
There are Mexican troops stationed across 
the river in Faso del Norte, and Fort Bliss, 
about a quarter of a mile from this city, is 
the headquarters of the Tenth infantry; con­ 
sequently^« officers exchange civilities quite 
frequently.

Not a few erroneous ideas exist about the 
value of old liooks. 
In order to correct some 
of these misconception* I have concluded to 
take old books for my text. 
I m ay dispel 
«»mo pleasant illusions, but if I do it is l>e- 
cause I can’t help it. 
A llow me to say in the 
first place that age is no criterion of value in 
books. 
The mere date of printing does not 
fix its value, though, of course, any book in 
fair condition bearing date earlier than 1470 
is worth something m erely on account of its 
approach to the date of the invention of 
printing. On the other hand, there are books 
as late in date a* 1886 which are rare and 
which ore much desired by a certain class of 
buyers. 
There is no rule for knowing the 
comparative value of an old book, because it 
nmy depend upon so many things, such as 
Im print, authorship, ow nership, edition and 
condition. 
A New York lady recently came 
into the jjossession of a book which she sup 
posed worth at least $3,000. 
It was a fine 
large folio, in excellent condition and 250 
years old. 
Imagine her disappointment when 
the highest offer made her for it was $3. 
It* 
age, size niul condition didn't count for any 
thing. 
The book wasn’t rare, and had no in­ 
trinsic value. 


“THE MARTYR BOOK.’’ 
1 remember the excitement which existed 
some years ago over “ The M artyr Book,” 
printed at Ephrata, in this state, in 1747-48.

It deserves fame, however, as the first large 
book published in this state, and as an excel­ 
lent product of the printers, papermakers and 
binders of that ix*riod. 
Alm ost as much zeal 
is shown in getting possession of old books 
with tho Germantown im print iq>on them. 
The first German books in the state were 
printed there. Some are rare and high priced: 
others aro eom paritively common. 
There was a scurrilous epitaph on a “ Cer­ 
tain Great M an" (Benjam in Franklin), printed 
anonymously in this city about 1763. It con­ 
sisted of but eight pages, and yet a copy of it 
brought $82 at tho Brin ley book sale in New 
York. 
There were only three copies known 
to be in existence. 
M r. D. McN. Stauffer, 
editor of Tho New Y o rk Engineering News, 
one »lav picked up a pamphlet out of the d irt 
in the bottom of a closet, and found himself 
the possessor of one of the known three. You 
set», if you aro looking for rare and valuable 
books, it is something to know which are rare 
and why they ore valuable. 
You are not alw ays sure even in buying a 
rare book by catalogue. 
I.clip the subjoined 
from a letter received by me to d a y : 
“ The 
‘German H eraldry’ is an example of tho dan 
ger of buying from foreign l»ook catalogues. 
I sent for the two volumes, paying a good 
price for them. 
There was no evidence on 
the title that there were three volumes, and it 
was only upon plodding through the Latin 
text that I found reference to a third and 
missing volume. 
I attempted to sell the 
books as I ‘had received them’ to the German 
library in your city. 
There I met Professor 
Oswald Siedenstueker, a very learned German 
scholar, who knew all about tho books and 
the fact that the rare ‘third volume’ always 
‘turned up missing.’ 
I have the two volumes 
yet." 
EDITIONS OF SHAKESPEARE.
